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COLLEGE  TIDINGS. 

Since  I wrote  College  Tidings  last 
Monday  we  ' have  received  $699.50, 
which  is  a little  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  per  day.  We  now  have  $4,516 
to  collect,  with  twelve  days  more  in 
which  to  collect  it.  In  order  to  come 
out  even  we  shall  have  to  collect  a little 
more  than  $376  per  day.  This  would 
he  nearly  four  tiniVs  the  daily  average 
for  the  past  week.

Are  there  not  a hundred  churches  that 
would  gladly  contribute  twenty-five  dol-

tion. Oh!  that  a hundred  pastors  may 
accept  this  suggestion  and  put  it  into 
application  on  next  Sunday! 

Seepnd:  Brother  Pastor,  if  any  of 
your  people  signed  notes,  will  you  not 
speak  of  the  situation  next  Sunday  and 
urge  everyone  who  has  not  paid  his  own 
notes  in  full,  to  do  so  at  once. 

Third:  Will  you  not  also  remind 

your  congregation  that.-  there  are  100,- 
000  Baptists  in  Mississippi  who  have 
given  nothing  to  this  great  College 
Building  movement,  arid  sugge>t  what 
n good  thing  it  would  he  if  some  of  them 
would  fall  in  now  and  help  to  meet  this 
crisis? 

Glorious  Examples. 

Three  friendp,  upon  reading  College 
Tidings,  have  sat  down  and  mailed  their 
checks.  One  of  these  three  had  given 
notes  and  had  paid  all  of  the  notes,  hut 
he  sent  an  extra  check.  Two  others  had 
* ndt  helped,  hut  upon  seeing  the  situa- 
tion, they  voluntarily  sent  checks  to 
help  us  in  the  crisis. 

One  nohle  Sister  whose  Sunday  School 
class  had  helped  before,  induced  her 
Sunday  School  class,  composed  of  girls, 
to  send  $6.40. 

There  are,  a thousand  others,  who 
could  just  as  easily  do  what  the  above 
friends  have  done,  and  thus  bring  our 
Building  Movement,  without  further  de- 
lay or  doubt,  to  a glorious  consumraa 
tion. 

New  Roys. 

While  our  friends  f\re  considering  the 
money  side  of  onr  work,  let  them  not  for- 
get that  the  boys  are  more  important 
than  money,  and  that  we  need  thirty 
new  boys  in  order  to  run  our  enrollment 
to  four  hundred  this  session.  We  should 
not  object  to  far  more  than  thirty,  hut 
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let  us  not  fail  to  have  the  thirty.  Our 
friendq  can  render  great  assistance. 

Wishing  all  of  our  friends  a Merry 
Christmas  and  awaiting  the  outcome  of 
our  own  situation,  with  deep  anxiety,  1 
remain.

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REMINISCENSES  OF  MISSISSIPPI 
COLLEGE. 

During  the  Evangelistic  Campaign 
held  in  Lynchburg,  Va.,*  in  October,  it  , 
was  my  pleasure  to  meet  my  old  room- 
mate at  Mississippi  College  twenty-two 
years  ago — Bro.  W.  A.  MoComb.  Our 
conversations  naturally  turned  upon  our 
Alma  Mater  that  we  loved  so  well.  As 
thte  so-called  “free  state  of  Rankin”  is 
my  native  county,  and  as  friends  of  mine 
are  scattered  all  over  Mississippi,  I am 
going  to  ask  the  kind  Editor  of  the  Rec- 
ord to  allow  my  pen  free  play  for  |i  lit- 
tle while  to  indulge  in  a few  reminiscen- 
ces of  those  old  college  days. 

Bro.  McComb  was  the  first  to  give  me 
information  about  President  N\  *bb’s 
death.  How  we  Mississippi  College  men 
did  love  him!  My  very,  first  impression 
of  him  was  that  of  his  varied  and  pro- 
found scholarship.  While  pursuing  a 
course  later  on  at  the  University  of  Vir 
ginia  for  the  M.  A.  degree,  Prof.  Noah 
K.  Davis  excused  me  from  Logic,  Mental 
and  Moral  Philosophy  because  I had 
taken  these  subjects  under  Dr.  Webb. 
My  pen  clamors  for  space  when  1 think 
of  Dr.  Webhb's  great  learning,  his  abil- 
ity as  a teacher,  his  executive  powek  his 
wisdom  and  tact  in  the  management  of 
young  men,  his  wit  and  humor,  his  wide 
influence  and  usefulness,  and  his  inspir- 
ing and  magnetic  personality.  If  I 
* were  called  upon  to  pay  him  a fitting 
tribute,  I would  borrow  the  words  of 
Fitz  Greene  Halleck,  addressed  to  h\ 
friend  Joseph  Rodman  Drake,  and  write 
“None  knew  thee  hut  to  love  thee 
Nor  named  thee  but  to  praise.” 

How  often  do  I recall  some  of  the 
wise  sayings  and  acts  of  our  honored 
and  beloved  president.  When  students 
matriculated,-  President  Webb’s  first 
question  to  them  always  was,  “What  do 
you  know?”  They  generally  told  him 
of  their  past  attainments,  and  tried  to 
enter  a somewhat  higher  class  than  they 
were  really  prepared  for,  with  the  result 
that  they  were  in  most  cases  relegated 
to  the  freshman  class.  When  the  same 
question  was  put  to  a certain  young  boy 
away  down  in  the  piney  woods!  Dr. 
Webb  received  the  answer.  “I  don’t 
know  nothin,  sir.”  The  president  was 
•^pleased  with  his  honest  and  humble  con- 
fession, and  remarked,  “Well,  sir,  you 
are  just  five  years  ahead  of  any  man  that 
has  ever  been  to  Mississippi  College. 

In  his  address  to  large  audiences  in 
the  interest  of  the  college.  Dr.  M ebb  was 
fond  of  saying:  “Now,  educating  is  an 
incubatmg  process.  The  college  at  ( 1 ip- 
ton  is  an  incubator,  and  your  boyp  arc 
the  eggs.  If  it  is  an  easrle’s  egg  you  send 
us,  a young  eagle  will  be  the  resnty.  Tf 
von:  send  a goose  eertr — you  know  full 
well  what  the  result  will  be.” 

Back  in  those  days  of  which  T am 
speaking,  the  most  trying  ordepl  of 
every  senior  classman  was  the  deliver} 


of  his  original  speeches  in  the  college 
chapel  before  the  faculty  and  student 
body.  With  fear  and  trembling  would 
he  face  the  audience,  speak  his 
“speech,”  and  then  sit  down  to  await 
the  criticism  of  Dr.  Webb  and  members 
of  the  faculty.  For  some  reason  my- own 
first  speech  turned  out  to  a sort  of  half 
way  song,  and  I thought  I did  fairly 
well,  at  least.  President  NV  ebb  had 
taken  his  stand  in  the  rear  of  the  chapel 
and  listened  most  attentively  a fact 
that  greatly  encouraged  me.  When  1 
finished,  however,  he  marched  forward 
to  the  rostrum  and  delivered  his  criti- 
cisms in  the  same  sing  song  tone  in 
which  I had  sjKiken;  ami  when  he  con- 
cluded I felt  more  like  an  humble  fresh 
man  than  a dignified  senior.

Greek  Grammar  as  he  was  loud  ol  the 
keyboard  of  the  Caligraphic  typewriter  I 
One  week  in  the  summer  vacation  it  wus 
our  fortune  to  travel  together  over  Ran 
kin  and  Simpson  counties  in  the  interest 
of  the  school  book  udoptiou.  Lor  my 
company  and  assistance  Professor  Deu 
pree  promised  me  half  of  the  profits  in 
downing  the  American  Book  Company 
and  influencing  the  committee  to  adopt 
the  publications  of  Ginn  6l  Co.  After 
dinner  one  day,  passing  along  a large 
corn  field  up  in  north  Rankin,  he  re 
marked  that  jierhaps  we  ought  to  steal 
a little  corn  for  the  horse,  which  had  not 
fared  ns  sumptuously  at  ^dinner  ns  wc 
had.  No  one  was  in  sight  from  whom 
we  could  buy  the  corn,  and  so  1 said:  “If 
there  is  any  stealing  to  lie  done.  Profes- 
sor, you  must  do  it.”  “Well,”  he  says, 
“an  important  moral  question  is  here  in 
volved — whether  it  is  Worse  to  steal  the 
corn  or  let  the  horse  suiter.”  The  horse 
got  his  corn. 

Towards  the  close  of  my  college  ca- 
reer. Prof.  S.  C.  Mitchell,  native  Missis 
sippian,  now  the  president  of  the  Uni 
versify  of  South  Carolina,  came  to  the 
college  ns  professor  of  Greek  and  His- 
tory. He  was  a man  of  wide  scholar- 
ship and  broad  culture.  He  was  a most 
inspiring  teacher.  He  could  tube  any 
old  dry  Greek  root  and  make  it  blossom 
forth  with  beauty  and  almost  with  fra 
trance.  He  was  good  at  repartee  and 
was  generally  master  of  everv  situation 
He  was  never  known  to  he  downed  hut 
once.  At  dinner  one  day  he  remarked  in 


the  presence  of  several  students:  There 
are  just  three  words  1 cannot  write  on 
inv  tvprewriter — these  are  ’1  love 
you.’”  “Perhaps  Professor,”  spoke 
up  one  of  the  freshmen,  “yon  have  worn 
those  types  out  already.” 

But  I must  not  continue  indelnitely. 
I close  by  saying,  much  success  to  Mis- 
sisssippi  College.  I feel  that  success  will 
1*e  hers  under  the  guiding  hand  of  Pres 
ident  Ix>wrey.

REV.  PHILIP  P.  BOWEN. 

Missionary  of  Home  Mission  Board,  S. 

B.  C. — First  Missionary  to  Mis 
sissippi  Gulf  Coast. 

Rev.  Philip  P.  Bowen,  father  of  the 
writer,  was  not  the  first  Baptist  min- 
ister to  prench  on  our  Mississippi  Coast, 
hut  lie  was  the  first  missionary  to  Li,bor 
under  appointment  as  such,  lie  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Home  Mission  Board  of 
S.  B.  C.  in  1830,  and  again  under  .ap- 
pointment jointly  hv  the  same  Board’aml 
that  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  1833.  His  field  was  known 
as  the  Biloxi  and  Gainesville  Districts, 
and  embraced  the  Coast  proper  arid 'the 
counties  of  Harrison  and  Hancock.  Hie 
sowed  the  good  seeds  of  the  Kingyom 
along  the  shores  of  the  Mexican  Gall 
nnd  in  the  interior  of  the  counties  afore- 
said. Ilis  work  of  love  and  its  results 
were  recorded  by  the  heavenly  Chroni- 
cler whose  Book  will  be  opened  in  the 
great  day  of  rewards.  Only  a few  | as 
of  his  work  can  he  given  at  this  latt  *lay 
by  the  son  of  the  missionary — who  him- 
self was  “buried  in  baptism”  when  n*1m'l 
upon  profession  of  faith  in  our  lw»l 
Jesus,  by  his  father  in  a salt  water  bayou 
fifty-two  years  ago.

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A THREEFOLD  VISION  OF  THE 
NEED  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

W.  E.  Fendley. 

There  is  an  old  adage  that  says, 
“What  our  eyes  see.  our  hearts  can  be- 
lieve.” What  we  believe,  prompts  ac- 
tion. Things  come  to  pass  according 
1o  our  real  faith.  Many  people  fail  lie- 
cause  the  people  believed  that  they 
would  fail.  Faith  is  a mighty  factor 
in  success. 

I believe  that  which  a large  part  ot 
our  church  members  need,  is  to  see 
things  as  they  are.  to  see  our  obligations 
in  relation  to  conditions,  and  to  see  the 
promises  and  the  rewards  as  God  has 
placed  them  in  His  Word.  This  can  be 
done  only  ns  we  seek  for  and  ask  God 
;to  give  its  the  right  vision  of  all  things. 

First  of  all,  we  need  a vision  of  lit- 
eral conditions,  to  see  things  just  as  they 
are.  When  blind  Bartimeus  was  a«ked 
by  the  Master  what  he  would  have  nim 
to  do  for  him,  he  answered,  “Lord,  that 
T might  receive  mv  sight.”  He  desired 
a refil  vision,  a sight  to  see  things  as  they 
were. 

There  is  no  prayer  better  suited  to 
our  needs  than  this  one — Lord  that  we 
might  see— see  the  thousands  of  perish- 
ing souls  without  God  nnd  without  hope, 
nt  home  and  abroad,  souls  for  whom  we 
are  responsible. 

As  a denomination  holding  the  un- 
feigned truth  of  the  Gospel,  we  are 
more  largely  responsible  for  the  unsav- 
ed millions,  nnd  we  may  be  sure  that 
God  will  demand  an  account  of  our 
stewardship.  Our  people  must  see  and 
know  these  fncts.  We  must  see  our 
opportunity.  There  never  was  a time 
when  opportunity  was  so  great.  There 
never  was  a more  urgent  demand  upon 
ns.  Never  so  easy  to  do  great  things 
for  God  nnd  His  kingdom  than  now. 

There  are  vast  numbers  for  whom  we 
are  responsible;  they  are  looking  to  us 
for  help,  and  they  may  be  saved  if  we  do  , 
our  whole  duty.  This  fact  should 
quicken  every  heart.  We  are  anxious 
to  have  abundant  fruit  to  gather,  great 
harvest  to  reap,  fatted  calves  to  sell, 
and  increase  in  wages;  but.  Oh!  are  we 
anxious  to  win  precious  souls  to  Jesus! 

I think  of  the  fruits  decaying  and  no 
one  to  gather  them;  of  wasting  grain 
nnd  no  one  to  harvest  it;  of  fatted  cat- 
tle and  no  one  to  market  them.  It  would 
seem  sad  indeed.  But  when  I think  of 
the  millions  of  souls  perishing  without 
Christ  and  no  one  teaching  them,  I cry, 
“Lord,  send  us  to  the  rescue.”  They 
will  be  lost  forever  if  we  do  not  help 
to  save  them. 

Second,  we  must  see  and  know  our 
financial  power;  what  we  ought  to  do 
and  what  we  can  do.  If  our  whole  mem- 
bership in  Mississippi  will  tithe  accord- 
ing to  God’s  plan,  in  His  word,  we  could 
pay  one-half  million  dollars  to  Missions 
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every  year.  What  a wonderful  pouter 
md  blessing  we  will  prove  to  be  when 
our  people  see  and  act.  , I 

In  Mississippi  we  have  a membership 
reported  last  year  to  be  about  one  him 
,l red  and  thirty-seven  thousand.  If 
we  count  one  wage  earner  to  five  we 
have  twenty-seven  thousand  and  four 
hundred,  wage-earners.  If  we  put  the 
average  salary  nt  as  low  a figure  as 
fix  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  eajdi, 
that  will  give  us  $16,000,000.  • One-teiph 
of  this  would  mean  $1,600,000,  $1.0f 
25  more  than  we  gave  Inst  year.  T 
is  the  Lord’s  portion  of  our  annual  In 
come.  Let  us,  therefore,  give  God  (hi 
money  due  Him. 

The  third  thing  is  to  see  the  will 
God  in  our  relations  to  these  conditii 
and  opportunities.  The  Psalmist  pray- 
ed, “Open  thou  mine  eyes  that  I may 
behold  wondrous  things  out  of  thy  law.” 
,'Ps.  119:8 — ) To  see  and  to  understand 
the  Word  of  God,  to  see  that  love  de- 
mands obedience— “Tf  ve  love  me  keep 
my  commandments.”  “Go  ye  into  all 
of  the  world  nnd  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature.”  Missions  is  the  gos- 
pel in  action.  There  is  but  one  thing 
that  counts.  It  is  DOING. 

We  need  to  see.  then,  that  our  receiv- 
ing depends  upon  our  doings  The  won- 
derful blessing  that  requires  increased 
space  to  hold  it,  is  the  answer  to  the 
bringing  in  of  our  tithes.  God  is  wait- 
ing for  us  to  put  Him  to  the  test.  He 
is  rendv  to  bestow  the  promised  ble< 
sing  when  we  meet  nis  demands.  God ’s 
plan  is  a wonderful  condition,  which 
when  met,  means  a marvelous  fulfill- 
ment. God  wnnts  us  to  exchange  our 
gold  nnd  our  silver— our  all— for  the 
souls  of  lost  men  nnd  women. 

“Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  mv  stor'- 
house.”  We  need  to  emphasize  the 
word  “ALL”  nnd  see  what  it  means  to 
God  in  nis  work,  nnd  to  us,  in  answer 
to  nis  promise.  If  we  in  this  grent 
age  of  prosperity  nnd  opportunity  do  not 
give  unto  the  Lord  Ilis  righteous  por 
tion.  He  will  call  a halt  and  we  will 
suffer  l,oss. 

Another  vision  is  the  faith  that  sees 
the  unseen— the  promised  power  —the 
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home  gathering,  and  the  Lamb  of  God 
that  takes  away  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world.  They  should  see  the  things 
that  hath  not  yet  entered  into  the  heart 
of  man.  If  we  meet  the  conditions,  we 
shnll  see.

COMMUNION  CUPS 

The  use  of  what  are  called  “Individ- 
ual Communion  ('ups”  is  spreading 
among  Baptists.  Is  it  not  an  innova- 
tion? Where  and  when  did  the  cqetora 
originate?  Does  it  not  practically  blot 
out  the  Lord  ’a  Siip|s*r  as  a memorial 
sendee?  These  are  questions  for  con- 
sideration. 

First,  we  do  not  And  any  authority  in 
the  New  Testament  for  “individual, 
communion ” — the  communion  is  with 
Christ.  Second,  it  Incomes  a mere  fqrm, 
in  pearly  every  respect.  Third,  it  lienrs 
no  semblance  of  a feast  of  any  kind. 

Some  of  our  churches,  e*| usually  in 
the  North,  are  adopting  sundry  forms 
and  ceremonies  which  are  not  true  prog 
ress;  but  rather  a “falling  awny”  from 
Bible  doctrines,  nnd  falling  into  practi 
res  not  calculated  to  strengthen  faith 
and  increase  spirituality. 

If  science  says:  “thi  not  pass  the 
cup;”  it  may  Is*  urged  that  so-called 
communion  should  hot  l>e  frequent;  but 
like  other  memorial  services,  be  held  an 
Dually  only.  The  “oft”  does  not  indi- 
cate frequency.  Further,  it  may  Is*  ques- 
tioned whether  the  “Siqqier”  should  l»c 
held  in  the  morning;  for  oilier  memo- 
rials night  is  genernll  chosen;  and  Jesus 

instituted  il  nt  night  not  with  cups.

It  is  clear  that  “the  breaking  bread 
from  house  to  house”  was  but  an  en- 
largement of  a social  custom,  and  was  no 
part  of  the  memorial  service.  The  re- 
ception of  visiting  disciples,  evidently, 
wns  more  like  onr  Institutes  and  gatbej-. 
ings  in  these  days.  Such  meetings 
plight  Is*  regarded  ns  individual  commu 
riion  seasons;  but  not  memorial  obser^ 
nnees  of  Christ’s  suffering  and  death. 

Baptists  do  not  look  ii|s»n  flic  memo 
’rial  service  as  n means  of  grace,  and 
much  less  as  necessary  to  salvation;  hut 
a reminder  of  the  crucifixion  the  satis- 
faction nnd  fulfillment  of  the  law.

According  to  statistics,  one-sixth  of 
the  human  race  are  affected  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  from  these  diseases. 
That  means  that  in  a town  of  six  hun- 
dred, the  size  of  Clinton,  one  hundred 
are  affected;  in  a town  of  six  thousand, 
one  thousand  are  affected;  in  a town  the 
>ize  of  Jackson— thirty  thousand,  five 
thousand  are  affected:  in  a nation  the 
size  of  ours,  ninety  millions,  fifteen  mil- 
lions are  affected— as  many  as  voted  in 
the  last  Presidential  election,  enough  to 
encircle  the  entire  globe,  plncimr  them 
only  eight  feet  apart.  These  figures 
give  ns  some  idea  of  the  enormit\  of  the 
sin  as  a crime  against  the  race.  Enough 
within  itself,  it  seems  to  me,  to  reform 
any  one  with  even  a spark  of  altruism, 
of  race-pride,  or  of  self-respect,  left  ip 
his  bosom. 

Again,  it  is  estimated  that  one-seventh 
' of  the  suffering  of  the  human  race  is  due 
to  the  diseases  contracted  in  lascivious 
ness.  Think  of  it— one-seventh  of  suf- 
fering humanity,  of  the  aches,  of  the 
pains,  of  the  groans,  of  the  pale  faces, 
of  the  invalidism^  of  the  sick  rooms,  oi 
the  hospitals— all  a monument  to 
nefarious  iniquity!  Can  those  who  ep-

About  five  years  ago,  l think  it  wu-, 
seven  M.  D.’s  of  the  New  York  Medical 
Society  reported  225,000  treated  .or  <M»- 
ei-es  caused  from  this  vice,  the  majority 
of  whom  were  immoral  men  and  women, 
the  temainder  innocent  wives  and  chil- 
dren. Do  you  know  that  seventy-five  per 
edit,  of  the  surgical  operations  on  wom- 
en are  necessitated  directly  by  tins 
crime!  Do  you  know  that  this  abomin- 
able sin  has  caused  from  twenty  live  to 
forty  per  cent,  of  the  total  blindness  of 
the  world ! That  there  are  1U.UU0  sight- 
less orbs  in  the  United  States  to-day  as 
n product  of  this  unspeakable  business? 
Three  hundred  thousand  in  Germany! 
and  500,000  in  the  civilized  world? 
Whenever  you  see  these  unfortunate 
ones,  who  have  never  in  their  lives  been 
permitted  to  see  the  light  of  day,  nor  to 
liehold  the  transcendent  beauty  ami 
grandeur  of  a God-adorned  world,  giop 
ing  their  way  in  darkness,  remember, 
gentlemen,  that  nine  out  «>f  ever}  t»  u 
of  them  are  thus  afflicted  because  men 
insist  upon  breaking  the  seventh  com- 
mandment. The  thousands  of  brothels 
now  in  existence,  the  hundreds  of  tbou- 
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sands  of  prostitutes  in  the  1 nited  States, 
including  the  estimated  200,000  white 
slaves— girls  who  have  l»een  the  victims 
(in  many  instances  the  unwilling  vic- 
tims) of  the  bite  Slave  traffic,  l>ought 
and  sold,  or  stolen  as  cattle,  or  negroes 
Itefore  the  civil  war,  and  that,  too,  for 
such  hellish  purposes — all  of  this  may 
justly  lie  laid  as  trophies  at  the  feet  of 
fornication. 

When  we  consider  the  nature  of  these 
diabolical  diseases,  that,  according  to 
the  best  authorities,  they  are  highly  con 
tngious,  that  they  are  practically  incur 
able,  nnd  that  posterity  must  suffer  per- 
manent physical,  mental  nnd  moral  in- 
juries from  them,  if  both  or  either  of  f 
parents  are  affected,  this  sin  becomes 
magnified  still  more  in  our  minds.
